“The Forty Thieves” at the Walnut,

. The tales of *All Baba, or The Forty Thieves,"
and “Aladdin, or The Wonderful Lamp,” are two
of the most popular of the celebrated *‘Arnbian
Nights' Entertainment” series. They are to ba
found in the French translation which first in-
troduced these Oriental legends to the public of
Europe and America, but It Is singular that there
& no mention of them and no storles ot all re-
sembling them in the more authentie and scho-
larly transiation of the original work by E. W.
Lane. Both of the tales are of unmistakable
Oriental originy, and It 1is probable
that the French translator vither
worked upon a epurions copy, or finding
some of Sheherazade's narrations to be rather
uninteresting, snd not lkely to suit the Euro-
pean taste, he ook the Uberty of Inserting olher
Btories in their place. As the translation
was mnde for the benefit of general roaders
rother than students of Uterature, this liberty
was exeusable enough, cspecially as a large por-

+ tion of the original work, as translated by Mr,
Lane, is exceedingly tedious, and muny of the
‘Stories are either so long drawn out and so point-
less, or 5o much alike, that their omission from
a popular edition s no losa,

The story of “The Forty Thieves" has been
exhibited on the stage in the shape of o gpec-
tacular melodrama, and as o burlesque it hos
Jhad a very remarkable sunccoss In various places
where it has been represented. At Niblo's Gur-
den, New York, the performances of the Lydia
Thompson troupe have proved even more at-
tractive than Z%he Black Crook, although it re-
mains to be seen whether The Forty Thieves
will bave as long a run a8 that very remarkable
Inspiration of Mr. Barras, which made the for-
tunes of the author and some dozen or more
mannagers.
